LONDON, March 21 (AP) — 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
today fired Minister of Culture 
Georgi F. Alexandrov. 

The Moscow radio said Alex- 
_androv was sacked on Bulganin’s 
recommendation “because he 
failed to insure the leadership 
of the ministry of culture.” 

N. A. Mikhailov, ambassador 
to Poland, was appointed ~in 
Alexandrov’s place. 

Alexandrov was known in 
Moscow as a friend of Georgi 
Malenkov, recently deposed pre- 
mier, 

An ‘expert on history and 
philosophy, Alexandrov was re- 
elected a candidate member of 
the all-powerful Central Com- 
mittee of ‘the Communist party 
in October 1952.. 

He is a member of the presid- 
ium of the U.S.S.R. Academy 
of Sciences and secretary of the 
academy’s economics, philoso- 
phy and law department. 

Alexandrov twice was in seri- 
ous difficulties during Joseph 
Stalin’s lifetime for deviations 
from the Kremlin party line 
but he avoided purge.

Senate Witness Says For- 
eign Office Man Wrote Vol- 
ume Signed by Albert Kahn. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 
4(AP)—The Senate Internal Se- 


curity subcommittee said yes- 
terday it had received testimony 
that a book of which Albert 
Kahn is listed as co-author was 
written in the Soviet foreign 
office. 


Kahn is one of the publishers 
of turnabout witness Harvey 
Matusow’s book, “False Wit- 
ness.” Called before the sub- 
committee recently, Kahn re- 
fused to say whether he was a 
Communist. 


The subcommittee made no 
reference to its investigation of 


the Matusow case in a report 
on its work in the last Congress, 
but it referred to testimony it 
took in 1952 from Igor Bogole- 
pov, described as a refugee from 
Russia who had been attached 
to the Soviet foreign office in 
the 1930s. 

It said the book, “The Great 
Conspiracy,” had been published 
in this country as the work of 
two American authors, Michael 
Sayers and Albert Kahn, but 
that Bogolepov described the 
book “as haying been secretly 
written in the Soviet foreign 
office.” 

It cited this testimony from 
Bogolepov: “The largest part of 


this book which {s known to 
me was written a certain 
Veinberg, who was a vice chief 
of the southwestern division of 
the foreign office in Moscow 
... I, myself saw the Russian 
manuscript before it was sent to 
New York.” 

The subcommittee remarked 
that it “had good reason to re- 
member the Bogolepov testi- 
mony regarding this book, 
later inquiries.”

NEW YORK, March 21 (AP). 

ECRETARY of State John 

Foster Dulles says the United 

States may some day again 
find it necessary “to forego peace 
in order to assure the blessings 
of liberty.” 

“Indeed,” he said in a speech 
last night, “already many are 
sacrificing and risking much to 
protect liberty. We must there- 
fore make sure that the liberty 
which we are prepared to defend 
at great cost is true liberty.” He 
added: 

“That means a liberty which 
uses and develops those gifts 
with which man was endowed 
by his creator ... 

“The freedom of which we 
talk does not mean the right to 
live selfishly. It means that men 
instead of having to fear other 
men need fear only God. It 
means the right freely to pat- 
térn one’s life in accordare with 
the dictates of moral law. That 
is the law which enjoins upon 
us the golden rule.” 

Dulles also told a convocation 
of the United Negro college fund 
at the Metropolitan Opera House: 

“Peace is the product of many 
wills, and not merely of one 
alone. In the past it has been 
necessary to forego peace in 
order to assure the blessings of 
liberty. We dare not be blind

Apparently the idea is for the G.O,P. to 
run against Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1956. 


, Styles Bridges cannot be dismissed as just “a 


Republican Semator.” He is in a sense “Mr. 
Republican” in the Senate since the death of 
Robert A. Taft. Mr. Bridges is the senior 
G.O.P. Senator, his tenure having begun more 
than 18 years ago. He is chairman of the Re- 
publican Policy Committee in the Senate. In 
the last session he was president pro tem of 
the Senate, When he says that the Yalta papers 
are to be exploited politically it is coming from 
the horse’s mouth. 

As the facts about the release of the Yalta 
file become public the less creditable is the 
position of Secretary of State Dulles. Marquis 
W. Childs wrote frem our Washington Bureau 
Sunday that at the wery time Secretary Dulles 
declared the papers would not be released, they 
had already beem “leaked” to The New York Times 
“with the sanctien ef the State Department.” 

On the basis of this our Washington corre- 
spondent said: “Dulles apparently wanted to 
get the Yalta papers out, but he did not want 
to accept respomsibility for the act.” Describing 
the release as “a bad blunder.” Mr. Childs then 
says: “Thus the manner in which the documents 
were published compounded the harm done by 
bringing them out at this particular moment.” 

Study of the Yalta file from the military stand- 
point by Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, Post- 
Dispatch military analyst, also printed Sunday, 
shows that the Yalta concessions had little if 
anything to do with the loss of China to the 
Communists. Gen, Phillips finds that the So- 
viets moved into a vacuum, that they could have 
taken just about -anything they wanted, indeed 
that at Yalta, Roosevelt and Churchfill put re- 
straints om Communist ambitions. As for Chiang 
Kai-shek, he did not make the most of advant- 
ages provided for him. 

Yet in the face of the international storm 
raised umnecessarily by this political release, 
Senator Knowland, Republican leader in the 
Senate, says that he will press for publication 
within a year of the files on the Potsdam and 
Tehran conferences. If these other files are to 
be relessed, within the next few months, it may 
be just as well to release them now and be done 
with it. Why wait and set another international 
furor going next fall or winter? 

But if the Potsdam and Tehran files are to 
be released, it ought to be on the order of one 
man only, President Eisenhower. If our Govern- 
ment is to make ita practice of giving out the 
files of international conferences without the 
support of its allies, then the responsibility for 
such acts must be very clear. 

Mr. Eisenhower has ample warning that here 

is a subject requiring his closest attention. 
Assuming that he has been told of the damaging 
consequences Of the Yalta release, it is incon- 
ceivable that he will permit further ventures of 
this sort for partisan exploitation. After all the 
President is appealing to the Democrats for bi- 
partisanship in foreign affairs. He is also asking 
his World War II allies to join us in harmonious 
efforts to produce a world of peace, Undoubted- 
ly he still means what he says.

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Waiting to Get In 

A proposal by private utility interests to build 
a power dam in the New York State Forest Pre- 
serve ermphasizes how necessary it is to prevent a 
first breach of these protected areas. For some 
while now there has been pending a project by 
the United States Interior Department to build 
a power .dam in the Dinosaur National Monu- 
ment, on the boundary of Colorado and Utah, 

Proponents of the latter dam, known as Echo 
Park, maintain that the project would do no 
damage to the ruggedly beautiful preserve in 
which a giant graveyard of dinosaurs is situated. 
New hearings on Echo Park were recently begun 
by the Senate Interior Committee. There is 
evidence that an alternative site for a dam out- 
side Dinosaur National Monument would be 
preferable,

Until the Aldermen Yield 

What former Mayor Kaufmann had to say 
to a St. Louis University fraternity with pespect 
to the need for a new City Charter was neither 
novel nor new. But it needed saying just the 
same, and here is why: 

The 1914 City Charter has frozen municipal 
government into a mould that makes it difficult 
to administer the city’s affairs effectively or 
economically. Almost everyone who takes an 
objective look at the Charter seems to agree on 
that—everyone, that is, except the Democratic 
majority in the Board of Aldermen, 

The aldermen have the power to set the legal 
machinery in motion for electing freeholders 
to draft a new Charter. But the Democratic 


aldermen have given plenty of signs they do not » 


intend to act unless forced to, The reason is 
simple: The freeholders might reorganize the 
patronage out of local government. The patron- 
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age offices are loaded with Democratic com- 
mitteemen and committeewomen, Democratic 
precinct captains and- Democratic rank-and- 
filers. If the Republicans were the “ins” the 


positions probably would be reversed, and the © 


Republican aldermen would be doing the stalling. 
The pressure of outraged public opinion can 
blast away the aldermanic roadblock to a new 
Charter. This means that supporters of Charter 
reform such as Mr. Kaufmann; Mayor Tucker 
and others will have to continue the campaign. 
Sooner or later the aldermen will yield.

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Schools in a Corner 

St. Louis county's do-nothing approach to the 
assessment problem has driven most of the 
county’s public school districts into an extreme- 
ly dangerous corner. 

All but a few of the ‘school districts must go 
to the voters April 5 for authority either to ex- 
tenti or increase their current tax rates. This is 
because those rates are well in excess of the 
limit of $1 on the $100 valuation that the dis- 
tricts can levy without a vote of the people. In 
most cases the rates run to at least twice this 
limit, and in some they are three times as high. 

If the higher levies are not approved in April 
the rates will automatically fall to the $1 level. 

This would be a catastrophe. It would mean such 
drastic cuts in income for the individual dis- 
tricts that they might be unable to function. 

Ordinarily there would be no question that 
the people in St. Louis county would approve 
the higher rates. After all, it is their children 
who are involved. But the fumblings and bum- 
blings of the elected officials in the County 
Courthouse have raised the possibility that tax- 
payers might be belted with tax increases—not 
in rates, but in actual cash—of 60 per cent. 

The State Tax Commission has been shouting 
from the housetops that come this June it will 
increase assessed valuations on St, Louis county 
real estate, If the County Government, which 
has the sole responsibility for assessments with- 
in the county, had ‘moved at once to distribute 
this increase among property owners there would 
be no problem. Taxing bodies like the school 
districts would merely reduce rates and the indi- 
vidual owner would pay substantially what he 
paid in the past. 

But since Supervisor Matthews and the Court- 
house crowd decline to do anything at all, the 
school districts are handcuffed. They must oper- 
ate on the basis of today’s assessments, not those 
anticipated next June. The danger is that the 

voters might take matters into their own hands 
and drive rates down to the $1 level. 

It is too bad that the school districts did not 
exert all %h 
County Government to force affirmative action 
as soon as the Tax Commission’s intentions were 
known. Higher property assessments are in the 


einterest of the districts. For one thing, higher 


assessments automatically increase the capacity 
of the schools to borrow funds to relieve the 
acute classroom shortage now developing. 

In any event most school districts have pledged 
that if assessments are boosted they will reduce 
rates—provided they are legally permitted to 
do so. There is a very real danger that they may 
not be able to. This means that the county tax- 
payer must take the risk that in approving a 
levy April 5 he also may be letting himself in 
for a 60 per cent boost in his total tax bill. 

Clearly it is a risk he will have to take. Owing 
to the calculated inertia in Clayton it is either 
that or wreck the schools. 
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Who Won on Asian Aid? 


Judging from Harold Stassen’s preview of the 
Asian aid program to be sent to Congress next 
month, Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey 
definitely came off the winner in the Administra- 
tion struggle over this issue, ) | 

Last winter, State Department and FOA 
sources were talking hopefully of a program run- 
ning into the billions, rivaling the Marshall plan 
in scope and effort. Now it develops that the 
funds to he asked for economic and technical aid 
to Asia in the 1955-56 fiscal year will be just 
$200,000,000 more than those appropriated for 
the current year. They will total $916,000,000 


for all the countries from Afghanistan to Korea. 


and Japan. 

Now it is quite true that $916,000,000 is a lot 
of money, and that the aid to Asia program 
cannot by any means be judged by its dollar 
amount alone. How the money is spent, and 
‘where, and on what conditions, are all vital 
questions too. 

But means must be measured against the ends 
sought. Mr. Stassen says the objective of the. 
Asian aid program is to stimulate, over eight 
years, an increase of 30 per cent in the goods 
and servicees produced in'countries which in- 
clude 766,000,000 people, or about half the popu- 
lation of the free World. Such a rate of progress, 
he apparently feels, is necessary in order to ex- 
ceed the rate of industrialization and growth 
which Communist countries may achieve. 

Will an increase in economic aid of $200,000,000 
a year move the free world toward that grandi- 
ose and difficult objective? Unless we can feel 
confident that it will, we ought to acknowledge 
frankly that the objective is overstated and the 
means of attaining it undersized. . 
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Undermining Hoover Commission 

Recent recommendations of the Hoover Com- 
mission suggest no sign of a thought for the con- 
stitutional assignment of powers. The former 
President and his associates seem bent on re- 
shaping the policies of both the Executive and 
Legislative branches of the Government. 

Fortunately, the commission can make recom- 
mendations, but it cannot make them stick. The 
governing power is still where the Founding 
Fathers established it. And it still depends on 
the consent of the governed, rather than on the 
consent of a commission. 

It was a fine disinterested gesture when for- 
mer President Truman asked Herbert Hoover to 
head a study to find how the various federal 
-agencies might operate more efficiently, But the 
commission as now constituted is not telling the 
Government how to do things, but what things 
to do. Its latest report goes so far that it has 
drawn dissents’ from former Postmaster Gen- 
eral Farley, Representative Holifield, Director of 
Defense Mobilization Fleming and even Attor- 
ney General Brownell. 

The various reports actually are prepared by 
“task forces”; and it is highly questionable 
whether a review of federal lending agencies, 
for example, should have been entrusted to 
bankers and a Price Waterhouse partner. With- 
out impugning motives, such men can profit if 
federal policies are changed, . 

Perhaps Mr. Hoover still disapproves of much 
that was done since he left the White House, but 
he and his associates are using the wrong me- 
dium for trying to undo it. They are destroying 
the real usefulness of the Hoover Commission. 
Congress of course still has the last word.

Senator Byrd is right in saying that 
“the question of authorizing the Presi- 
dent to veto single items in appropria- 
tion bills has been considered for near- 
ly a hundred years.” The Constitution 
of the Confederate States of America 
did, in fact, contain such a provision. 


Individual states began to include 
such a provision in their Constitutions 
more frequently thereafter. By 1937 
every state except nine had such a pro- 
vision, including _ 
Virginia. When Sen- 
ator Byrd was Gov- 
ernor he said, in 
1928, that the pro- 
vision ‘‘worked 
splendidly” in this 
state. 

The first resolu- 
tion offered in Con- 
gress to give the 
authority to the 
President appears 
to have been in 
1876.. Presidents 
Grant and Arthur 
favored the idea in- 
principle. President 
Taft, on the other hand, did not. But 
scores of such resolutions have been 
introduced into Congress. 

In the late 1930s President Roosevelt 
was engaged in budget-balancing strug- 
gles, and some administrative leaders 
proposed amending the Constitution 
help him. A vigorous champion of th 
idea was the late Senator Vandenberg of 
Michigan, 

There were six resolutions in favor of 
this kind of amendment before Congress 
at the time, and one of them, offered by 
Chairman Taylor of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, would have given 
the President the power to reduce sep- 
arate items as well as veto them. 


Senator Byrd 


The case for the single-item veto gen- ° 


erally starts (as it does with Senator 
Byrd now) in the belief that it would 
result in cutting out extravagant items, 
especially in the pork-barrel type of bill. 

A more fundamental reason is that a 
President ought not to have to veto an 
entire bill, which in any appropriation 
bill, might run to hundreds of items, 


just because he found good reason to ob- 
ject to one item. “Nor should he have 
to approve a bill, which in his opinion 
contained an obviously defective item, 
because of the pressure in favor of the 
remainder of the bill. _ 

There is also an argument to the ef- 
fect that time can be saved. When a 
bill is vetoed because of a single item 
Congress may have to do much work 
over again. 

@pposing such contentions is the pri- 
mary argument that the veto power 
over single items would give the Presi- 
dent more power than he has now and 
thus would unsettle and upset the bal- 
ance between the legislative and the 
executive branches. This, it seems to 
us, is more a theoretical than a practi- 
cal argument. Congress could restore 
the item by a two-thirds vote in each 
house. 

There are standard objections to the 
difficulties of defining such words as 
“item” and “provision” within the gen- 
erally limited wordage of constitutional 
amendments. 

The Byrd amendment gets around this 
latter difficulty by declaring that “the 
Congress may by law authorize the 
President to disapprove any item or 
provision, as defined by Congress, in 
any appropriation bill... .” In this 
respect the form of his amendment is 
different from the forms of most of its 
many predecessors. 

He would amend the Constitution to 
allow Congress to confer the authority 
on the President py statute. 


Legislation by the rough riding prac- 
tice—attaching a proposition, however 
remote in subject matter it may be, to 
the coat-tails of another proposition and 
giving it a free ride because the first 
proposition may have virtue—is a device 
beloved of legislators. :

Between Book Ends 
The Author of ‘Alice’ 


LEWIS CARROLL, by Derek Hudson. (Macmillan, 
354 pqs., $4.50.) 


A natural corollary of the capacity for 
absurd. inventions and “gnarled, poetic 
nonsense” shown by the author of the 
immortal “Alice’s Adventures in Won- 
derland” (1865) and “Through the 
Looking Glass” (1871) has been the ca- 
pacity of commentators for conjectural 
explanations of his curious character. 
His best-knows work, full of quaint hu- 
mor and riotous fancy, has been called 
“the key to a character that is a won- 
derland for any well-informed psychia- 


‘Some theorists about Surrealism 
in the twentieth century have seriously 
interpreted that work as an early 
embodiment of their own principles. 
At 13, the precocious Charles Lutwidge 
n (“Lewis Carroll” was formed 
‘out of his two given names) wrote a 
book of “Useful and Instructive Poetry” 
for his youngest brother and sister, 
aged 6 and 5. These nonsense verses, 
a critic has remarked, suggest that one 
half of him was born grown-up, as much 
of his later life suggests that the other 
half never grew up at all. 
~ - 


What manner of man Lewis Carroll 
really was can be seen most clearly in 
Derek Hudson’s scrupulously fair biog- 
raphy. With mate never before 
easily available to biographers—the in- 
explicably dull “Diaries,” published in 
1954; Lewis Carroll’s correspondence 
with his publishers; many letters now 
owned by American collectors, and, new 
sources discovered at Christ Church, 
Oxford—he has written a frank and 
fresh account that is not likely to be 
surpassed in wnderstanding and com- 
mon sense. He is sympathetic, as all 
who fajrly assess Lewis Carroll must be; 
but his sympathy springs from intimacy 
pre undistorted by sentimen- 
ality. 

Lewis Carroll, he makes plain, was 
indeed, “one @f the great Victorian ec- 
centrics,” a period “character” who, he 
thanks goodness, “can never be ex- 
plained, even by the psychologist, but 
only illustrated.” An Edinburgh phre- 
nologist “felt Carroll’s bumps” in 1852 
and besides remarking that “upon the 
whole” he had “a good head,” empha- 
sized especially his strong love af chil- 
dren, his great circumspection, his lofty 
and generous sentiments, and hts refine- 
ment and strong sense of order and 
elegance, There ts Lewis Carroll in 2 
nutshell—or, as he himself might have 
said, in a phrenologist's feeling footing. 
To his delightful mother and her loving 
management of Croft Rectory, he owed 
a happy childhood; and the memory of 
this, in a “past-fixation” that deepened 


with the years, he carried with him 
always.

WASHINGTON, March 21 
(UP) — The Federal Govern- 
ment will be run from about 30 
scattered centers if nuclear 
warfare threatens or hits Wash- 
ington. 

Defense experts have selected 
locations over a wide area — 
north to Pennsylvania, west to 
Ohio and south to North Caro- 
lina. 

Nearly 30 executive agencies 


which would have _ essential 
wartime functions have been as- 
these “emergency relo- 
cation sectors” in which they 
would continue to operate.

Planners’ Ultimate Goal. 


The ultimate goal of the de- 
fense planners is to have spe- 
cially-trained staffs, which could 
take over in an emergency, per- 
manently stationed at the outly- 
ing posts. They would direct 
operations in an emergency 
until higher officials arrived, 

there were advance warn- 
ings of an attack, top officials 
and regular Washington em- 
ployes would start at once for 
the emergency locations. It the 
attack came before Washington 
could be evacuated, survivors 
would re-assemble in those lo- 
cations as rapidly as they could. 

Most of the “relocation” cen- 
ters are seeret so far. An ex- 
ception is the huge underground 
“Pentagon” in the mountains 
on the Maryland - Pennsylvania 
border which could accomodate 
the President and top military 
command. 

Others are in outlying gov- 
and in cel- 
leges and universities. Defense 
planners consider colleges and 
universities p ly 
sites because of their dormito- 
ries and dining facilities. 

The “emergency relocation 
centers” are one part of the de- 
fense planning for carrying on 
essential functions of govern- 
ment in case of attack. 

Another is a plan to “dis- 
perse” any new government 
building to prevent making the 
Capital any more attractive a 
target than it already is. 

Defense Mobilizer Arthur S. 
Flemming has recommended that 
any new government buildings 
for essential services should be 
at least 10 to 20 miles from the 
center of the Capital. 


AEC Is Willing. 


The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, now spread around in sey- 
eral Washington buildings, is 
willing to accept an outlying 
site for its proposed new $10,- 
000,000 headquarters building. 

Defense planning officials are 
— pointed that the Central 

telligence Agency, the top- 
‘light cloak-and-dagger outfit, is 
talking about putting up a $38,- 
000,000 building, to accom- 
modate 8000 to 10,000 employes, 
as close as Langley, Va. Langley 
lies about eight miles from 
downtown Washington. 

Years ago the Government 
outgrew the District of Colum- 
bia and spilled over into neigh- 
boring Maryland and Virginia. 
The Census Bureau moved tast 
of Washington before the war. 
During the war, the mammoth 
Pentagon was built just across 
the Potomac in Virginia. The 
hew naval hospital and a huge 
hospital and laboratories of the 
Public Health Service are in 
Bethesda, Md., just northwest 
of Washington, and a big naval 
ordnance laboratory was built to 
the northeast. ° 

Talk about moving some 
agencies permanently to other 
cities has largely come to 
naught. 

The only critical agency moved 
outside of this target area so 
far is the Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration. It moved to Battle 
Creek, Mich., last September. 

Civil Defense Administrator 
Val Peterson is not too happy 
about the move. He told Con- 
gress recently that he has to 
spend $100,000 a year on direct 
telephone lines to maintain con- 
tact with the other departments 
and agencies still in Washington. 
‘ Fear of Creating Panic. 

Defense planners .are disap- 
pointed also that Congress hasn’t 
shown more interest in setting 
up an emergency meeting place. 
Several reasons have’ been ad- 
vanced for congressional reluct- 
ance. Some members feel that 
news of such activity would be 
interpreted as a sign that Con-

E do not--children as well as adults—always see our- 
selves as others see us. This may or may not be a for- 
tunate thing. However, regardless of whether or not 


we tend to see ourselves in a true'light, our own picture of 
- ourselves is certainly oné important factor of our person- 


: ality. ’ 


Thus in our study of adolescent boys and girls, it was of 


* interest to us to find out how these boys and girls looked 
* to themselves. Their responses to the question, “What do 
- you consider your greatest fault?” and. “What do you con- 
* sider your greatest asset?” were extremely revealing as to 
how they felt about themselves. 


Apparently a fairly modest group, at least while being 


interviewed, most of these subjects found it easier to tell us 
: their faults than their good points. 


x * * 
AGE CHANGES WERE, not surprisingly, very marked. 


3 A 10-year-old quite naturally has different ideas from a 16- 
* year-old of what constitutes good and bad behavior. 


Let’s look at the 10-year-olds in our group. What were 


- their ideas as to their own good points? Since we think of 
' the 10-year-old as rather factual and concrete, we are not 
’ surprised to find that in his opinion, his good points are 
- rather specific good things that he does rather than more 
* generalized traits. 


Thus Ten’s main asset, in his own opinion, may be that 


- he has some athletic skill. For example, he rides a bicycle, 


or ice skates or roller skates well. Or his greatest asset may 


- be some specific excellence in school work.

GREATEST FAULTS tend also to be specific “bad” 


‘ bebaviors, such as the following: “I stick. out my tongue 
- when I’m‘practicing,” “When I get angry I fight,” “I pick 
- the frosting off cakes,” “I say bad things about other 
’ people.” 


However, here too a little generalization comes in, with 


: regard to school work, as when a boy tells us, “I'm careless

The faults acknowledged, though certainly not 
extremely wicked, are on the bad or not-acceptable side. 


But most of these faults and assets are too specific to re- 
. flect any generalized sense of right and wrong.

Brainard found that even 
the three days’. delay re- 
quired in Los Angeles pre- 
vented, in one year, 700 appli- 
cations fr being completed.

You could plant a 
few nice fast-growing trees 
which would provide a view and 
also shade, This business of 
shade becomes pretty important 
come summer because unless the 
picture window has double glass 
with one side made of heat ab- 
sorbing glass, you are going to 
find that it will let a powerful 
lot of hot sun into the house un- 
less it’s properly shaded. Of 
course, you don’t have to use 
trees for shading; awnings of the 
proper design will do just as 
well but maybe not provide quite 
as nice a view as will the trees. 
Curtains and draperies on the 
inside of the window aren't too 
much help in keeping out the 
heat in summer but they are ef- | 
fective in kecping in the warmth 
during the cold weather. 
Another pont on picture win- 
dows, for the benefit of anyone 
who plans to install one, is that 
a room with a large glass area 
needs plenty of ventilation for 
summer comfort.

HE final volume of “The 

World Crisis,” Winston 

Churchill's history of the 
First World War, appeared in 
the late ‘20s, a great success 
financially and critically. His 
magazine work was commanding 
ever larger figures, and a legacy 
from an I cousin made pos- 
sible his purchase of Chartwell 
Manor. 

When he purchased this great 
house and the huge stretch of 
ground which surrounded it, 
his life seemed to open out in a 
new way. I think he had longed 
for years to have some place of 
his own to go for holidays and 
weekends: a place where he 
could really work the earth with 
his own hands and tools; where 
he could relax. 

I was with him on the long 
and excited walks that preceded 
his buying of the land itself. 
One could see that much work 
—all of which he anticipated 
with huge excitement—was go- 
ing to be needed. He read lists 
of -projects out loud to me. 

After the purchase, he did 
not move his family in for some 
months. The alterations were 
about as comprehensive and ex- 
pensive as he had said they'd 
be. Winston loves to get into 
workclothes and he is a horse 
for day labor. So he and I, 
with a whole army of gardeners, 
stonemasons, diggers, planters, 
and bricklayers, spent hundreds 
of hours turning this fine place 
into a perfect English country 
home. 

As our labors went forward 
and the lawns came into being, 
his expression of pride of = 
session was a pleasure to look 
at. It was not at all his office 
or Exchequer face. I suppose it 
was more the face that his 
“Clemmie” had married. 

After we got the lawns fin- 
ished, Winston ordered a con- 
crete dam to be put at the end 
of the big lake—the inlet end of 
it. This, of course, formed another 
lake and in a most surprisingly 
short time. It delighted him. 
Once he began changing the sur- 
face geography of things, he 
couldn’t stop. The mixing of 
cement fascinated him. With a 
hoe and a sandpile this man 
was altogether tireless. 

“Over with it!” he'd shout, 
with a great barrow of sand, 
cement, rock, brick, stone, or 
lumber, and he'd spill the bur- 
den with a caveman’s joy into 


He was a great 
own crews, aften showing them 
how to lay brick when he did 
not yet know how to hold a 
trowel. 

It was in this period of primi- 
tive rediscovery of England's 
earth that the legend of 
Churchill the Bricklayer began. 
It was like so many other things. 
He just loved the visual gratifi- 
cation that bricklaying brought 
him. You could see more prog- 
ress every few minutes. 

In any case, his first “wall,” 
which he finished in four hours 
before lunch one morning, was 
proudly fashioned without guid- 
ing strings, level or foundation. 
The amazed bricklayers were too 
paralyzed to say anything. It 
was a thoroughly awful wall that 
would fall down with the very 
first rain. Winston, of course, 
because he'd built the thing, 
went off to his luncheon quite 
sure it was the best thing since 
the Romans. 

We gave up our own luncheon 
to pull down his work and put it 
all back together again, ‘working 
with the regular beat of output 
that pronounces the profession@. 
A little before twilight, Churchill 
came out again, bringing with 
him a Cabinet member whose 
identity I don’t recall, and 
pointed out his great skill and 
speed and sureness of eye and 
steadiness of hand and delicacy 
of trowel work. 

“One morning’s work, and be- 
hold: a classic entity!” 

Not for 10 years did Winston 
know the real truth about his 
wall. Ther he read of it in a 
book I wrote. He was a fine 
sport about it, after the first 
stab of pain, for he had the sat- 
isfaction to have been a mem- 
ber during all that decade of the 
Bricklayers’ Union. They had 
been so impressed with the pho- 
tographs of “his” labors that 
they were proud to include any- 
one so distinguished as a Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in their 

membership. There was a brief 
challenge about it from the 
union’s council. This turned 
into an amusing row. The union 
itself seemed to want the “brick- 
layer-statesman” in their com- 
pany, the council not to, and the 
Socialist element. in the mem- 
bership was strong enough to 
force the President to ask 
Churchill, who by then had paid 
dues, to resign. 

Churchill was hurt at first, 
ther majestically furious. He 
reminded the whole union that 
they had sought his membership 
and he’d lay bricks with the best 
of them in a public exhibit to 
prove his competence. He said 
.he was to be considered in this 
matter for exactly what he was 
and that he was a bricklayer 
and nothing mene and those who 
were d in his “incidental 
duties” as King’s Minister were 
ag mage a smokescreen a eee

He never did resign. He still 


pays dues. And he has thor- 
oughly learned to lay a straight 
course of bricks, the use of 
plumbline, the level, and guid- 
ing string being part of his own 
equipment now. 

In the late 1920s, after a visit 
with the Mediterranean Fleet, 
Churchill was te be of 
King Victor Emman 
meet Il Duce too later on. The 
King did not know how much

around his own palace and 
country. 

I must say in all truth that 
when I was close to and in the 
physical presence of Mussolini, 
he impressed me as no other 
human I had up to then ever 
met. I am 63 now and it is in- 
deed hard to countenance what 
I have here written. Yet then 
it was not only not hard to be 
impressed with ‘the man; it was 
the universal reaction. But 
Churchill was not in the least 
impressed with the so-called 
“long - walk -to-the-Presence.” 
He likes to take the military 
clank out of heavily decorated 
aides and flunkeys, when he 
thinks they need it, by jabbing 
them in the belly or blowing 
smoke into their faces. 

So, when challenged by the 
advance brass of Mussolini's 
outer chamber for daring to be 
smoking at all and especially 
for thinking he could walk in 
on Il Duce that way, he simply 
passed his smoldering cigar to 


- the astounded sergeant who had 


challenged him and walked in 
by himself, lighting a fresh 
cigar while he closed the door 
with his foot. 


* * * 

WAS NOT in the Presence for 

the interview but I was on 

hand the same night. The oc- 
casion was a grand reception for 
Churchill at the British Em- 
bassy. 

About 10:30, with all the 
guests assembled, there was a 
great bleat of sirens and a sud- 
den bold show of police. As 
Americans would say, they 
“cased the joint.” It was rude 
and unnecessary. I suddenly 
realized what was known to 
many others: it was the “dra- 
matic preamble” to the entrance 
of the Big Man. 

And at the psychologically 
right instant, just after his spe- 
cial police had swept in and 
swept out and before .the host 
of the evening could intercede, 
Mussolini strode in alone. It 
was, of course, almost comical. 
But he got away with it. He 
dominated that whole embassy 
floor. He was swaggering and 
he was pompous but the fana- 
ticism of the man, the look of 
strength and boldness were com- 
pelling. It affected every man 
and woman in that gathering. 

I suppose that he was thor- 
oughly rotten right then and 
there, but it did not show; not 
anywhere, He was a Roman. 
He had a sheen and an exterior 
appearance Napoleon would 
have envied, And he knew how 
to wear it. Perhaps that was 
the main thing. 

He nodded to me as he passed. 
It was one of my duties to col- 
lect the invitations from arriv- 
ing guests, though why I should 
know who was genuine and who 
was not was never made clear 
to me. I suppose it was thought 
—since there has always been 
an almost comic-opera enthusi- 
asm for gate-crashing at Italian 
embassy parties of all kinds— 
that Scotland Yard could tell 
the difference between a guest 
and an impostor at a glance. I 
don’t know whether Mussolini 
had a card or not: I never 
thought to challenge him. He 
was the one who did all the 
challenging. 

Il Duece was one of the few 
uniformed men in the place and 
this helped him. He was passed 
quickly to all the guests of pri- 
mary importance. He was a 
conscientious lingerer over wom- 
en, a swaggerer and a heel- 
clicker by instinct, and he 
jingled about in the bright 
lights, his medals, some of them 
known to be self-complimentary, 
Sleaming and ringing like a 
county fair jewelry stall in a

wind. Winston, who had been 
reading something handed him 
by his companion of that mo- 
ment, now removed his glasses 
the better to see the Conqueror. 
There was no other way to ex- 
plain the look that came to 
Churchill’s eye than the phrase: 
Who's kidding? 


But I was impressed. At least 
until I happened to be near the 
King and Mussolini. They were 
walking in the Palace grounds. 
I was waiting for Winston. The 
King accidentally dropped his 
handkerchief on the grass. Mus- 
solini immediately stooped to 
pick it up, whereupon His Ma- 
jesty said, “‘No, no, do not pick 


it up.” 
“But your Majesty,” cried 
Mussolini. “You know I would 


do anything for you.” 

“I prefer,” said His Majesty, 
“to pick up my handkerchief my- 
self. It is the only thing belong- 
ing to me that you have not put 
your nose into.”’ 

An attendant whispered a 
translation of this amusing ex- 
change to Churchill who in turn 
relayed it to me, with great 
amusement, as soom as we were 
away from the palace. 

Well, things very often = 
very quickly with Churchill. 
got back to England but it ae 
no time at all before there was 
a change of government and he 
was very much out of a job. The 
year was 1929, and he seemed 
to be out for good. In any case, 
so long as there was no one 
around any longer who wanted 
to assasinate Churchill, I could 
not remain with him. We shook 
hands and I left. 

But two years later, I was 
again assigned to Churchill, who 
was planning a lecture tour of 
the United States and Canada. 
We were both delighted. 

“So you’re coming with me: 
Thompson? I’m glad!” He 
looked it, too. 

On arrival in New York, we 
went to the Waldorf-Astoria ho- 
tel. I was overwhelmed by New 
York the first time I could peer 
out a window, and when off duty 
spent many hours looking at the 
immensity of it—immense in the 
vertical sense. 


I had certain matters to go 
over with the police and with 
the detectives who were on the 
hotel staff. “Churchill seemed 
glad to be rid of me for a time 
and said so. Mrs. Churchill was 
going to take a short rest while 
her husband planned to run up 
Fifth avenue and call on his 
best American friend, Bernard 
Baruch. 

I reminded Churehill that he 
was not allowed to do this alone, 
irrespective of the time of day. 
He became very agitated with 
me and in his determination to 
make this one call all alone, he 
was supported by his wife. I 
looked out the window. The 
night had come. America was 
friendly by habit. I gave Win- 
ston into the hands of the local 
police, which I should not have 
done.

IFTH AVENUE was, and I be- 
F lieve still is, the street in New 

York on which his friend 
Baruch lived—at 1055. Fifth 
avenue is a delight to walk 
upon, especially upon the park 
side. : 

Churchill apparently rode 
most of the way, then started to 
cross over. He isn’t too much 
of a walker. But the night was 
so fine and the invitation of the 
park’s unexpected size -caught 
him and held his attention. He 
forgot about the direction of 
American traffic. It nearly cost 
him his life. 

He stepped off the walk into 
the roadway, looking the wrong 
way for traffic. He looked south. 


There was a_ screeching of 
brakes. Then a.shock of col- 
lision. Churchill was flung up 


and forward. Then he crashed 
down heavily upon the asphalt 
pavement of Fifth avenue. He 
tried to rise, then fell back. He 
was unconscious, and later 
semiconscious, He was taken 
to a hospital, where his ability 
to pay was questioned. 

“I am a British statesman and 
friend of the King,” he said 
faintly. This got him some _at- 
tention. Dee his hospitaliza- 
tion, I stood guard on the door 
of his room. Once a load of 
fresh linen, unwsually heavy and 
seeming to move strangely 
when its attendant left it stand- 
ing in the corridor, revealed a 
reporter crouched inside, hop- 
ing to be wheeled right into the 
sick room.

tated the story of what had 
befallen him and sold it to a 
magazine for $3000. 

Churchill was advised to rest 
for three weeks, and he went to 
the Bahamas. It was there that 
we saw our first rum runner, 
the fleet that was enriching and 
at the same time contaminating 
American. life. We later met 
the man to whom all of these 
particular cargoes of fine whis- 
kdes were delivered. He seemed 
very civilized. He gave me a 
card, not one of those that sug- 
gested you ask for the ever- 
present and _ indestructible 
“Joe.” It had a phone number 
that we were to call for our 
order to be delivered. (Later, 
back at the Waldorf in New 
York I used this number to re- 
stock Churchill’s modest supply 
and in less than 10 minutes, 
the man had come with “the 
goods.” Very excellent whis- 
kies, too, and uncut. It would 
not be possible to fool Churchill 
about fine whisky, or cham- 
pagne.)

E came back to New York 

to start the lecture-trip. I 

shall say little about it. It 
is a poor way for a new man to 
become acquainted with a new 
country. Too much travel, too 
much hurry. 


Three and a half months of 
it.
